eight were diagnosed as positive, 
and 20, while not given a positive 
diagnosis, were regarded as sus- 
pects. Of the eight positive, and 
20 suspects, 20 are young persons 
under 20 years of age. In 28 cas- 
es classified as positive and sus- 
(picious, 23 could trace a -direct 
contact over an extended period of 
time. All of these cases need the 
best care and oversight that the 
community can afford. 


Of the 36 cases regarded as neg- 


ative, for tuberculosis, examination 
showed many other conditions 
which nefd treatment to build up 
the patient's resistance, if these 
patients are to be prevented from 
becoming future tuberculosis cas- 
es. Five percent were found to 
have enlarged thyroids. 19 had en- 
larged tonsils and glands, 
three 


had heart conditions that need at- 
tention and treatment and six 
were found to be greatly under- 
nourished and anaemic. 21 of the 
negative cases are known contacts 
of active cases of tuberculosis and 
this means that constant preven- 
tive measures are necessary in 
their families If Pickaway-co ex- 
pects to reduce its reath rate from 
tuberculosis which is now 85.1 
percent and higher than the gen- 
eral average over the entire state, 
every effort must be made to in-, 
stjtute proper preventative meas-'
